The other, he added, 
is the United Nations. 
On making known his intention 
to visit Moscow, Lie said: 
"If Stalin is in Moscow and it 
can be arranged, I will see him.” 
Stay Several Days 
Lie’s plan is to arrive in Moscow 
on May 10 and to stay for several 
days.

Many Library 
Books Overdue 


Book Borrowors 
To B* Penalized 


More than 25,000 books were in 
circulation at the Public Lib rary! 
during January and February of 
this year. Of that number, 36 books 
are still out, overdue from two to 
four months. 
Librarian. Miss Alice Sterling, 
report* that 62 books remain over­ 
due since 1948. Seventy books are 
overdue since 1949. These figures 
do not include the books overdue 
in the boys’ and girls’ department, 
nor in the branch libraries, but 
only in the adult department of the 
main library. 
"This tardiness can scarcely be 
due to forgetfulness on the part 
of the borrowers,” said Miss Ster­ 
ling. “ Each borrower has received 
a minimum of three overdue no­ 
tices. The estimate replacement 
value of these books is over $400.” 
A Pennsylvania law of 1939 pro­ 
vides that whoever retains a book 
belonging to any free public li­ 
brary for a period of 30 days after 
the library has given written no­ 
tice to return the book, shall upon 
conviction be sentenced to pay a 
fine of not more than $10. and 
costs, or undergo imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding 10 days. 
"It seems more sensible to hunt 
up the books and return them.” 
concludes Miss Sterling, "than to 
subject oneself to the possibility of 
a suit in which such a penalty w ill 
be incurred."

Atom-Powered Submarine 
Still Four Years Away 


By JOHN DRIJC'KENBROD

WASHINGTON, May 3,—Adm. 
Forrest i 5. 
Sherman, 
Chief «f 
Naval Operations, said that a pro­ 
posed atomic-powered submarine 
will not be completed until 1954, 
Sherman 
advised 
the 
House 
Armed Services Committee that 
designs for the experimental sub­ 
marine have not yet been com­ 
pleted. He estimated that it will 
take three years to build the ves­ 
sel after funds are furnished by 
Congress. The money will become 
available July 1, 1951. 
The 
admiral 
declared 
earlier 
that the United States could match 
Russia’s 
submarine 
strength 
in 
numbers and performance in event 
of an immediate war. 
However, he told International 
News Service that this equal bal­ 
ance hinges on 
reactivation of 
‘ something approaching 200" U.S. 
submarines now in ‘‘mothballs." 
The atom-powered submersible 
is part of a 350 million dollar new 
construction and conversion pro­ 
gram which the House committee 
is authorizing. Its major purpose 
is to strengthen the Navy’s anti­ 
submarine program. 
Three other experimental sub­ 
marines included in the program 
are a closed-cycle vessel powered 
by an unidentified element, a 250- 
ton midget sub about one-tenth 
the size of regular submarines, 
and a target ship. 
In addition, the Navy plans to 
convert a heavy cruiser into a 
guided missile ship at a cost of 40 
million dollars. In all, 112 new 
vessels, mostly small, will be con­ 
structed, and 30 converted. 
Sherman 
revealed 
that 
the 
guided missile ship, the first of 
its kind, will be designed primar­ 
ily to combat aircraft. He com­ 
mented: 
“We feel we have guided mis­ 
siles which are sufficiently ad­ 
vanced so that we should intro­ 
duce them into the fleet as soon 
as possible.” 
Sherman said he has “no posi­ 
tive information" on what aircraft 
carriers the 
Russians 
are con­ 
structing, if any.
